This is the nearest place to London at which 
coal has been found, and here the strata dipping eastward pass beneath the red marl, 
Assumiag then that the Somersetshire coal measarce continue to dip at the rate they 
do at Bristol, they will nitimately pass under the metropolis, where wells have been 
sunk to the depth of 130 ft. before reaching the sand; and Mr. Phillips (in his Geo- 
logy, page 219), supposes that ‘‘ the strata of coal are more than two miles beneath the 
bottom of the clay underlying London.” The distance from the eastern part of the 
Somersetshire coal field to London is 100 miles, and the distance from the most west- 
ern Belgian culliery to Dover is . similar distance, affording sone groands for confirm- 
ingthetheory of Prof. Phillips. Of course, any conclusion of this nature, comprehending 
as it does so Vast a space, must be liable to considerable doubt, more especially as, ac- 
cording to the established theory of geologists, numerons series of intermediate strata 
occur between the coal tields of England and London chalk. At the same time, the 
fact seems comparable to the similar circumstance of the magnesian limestone, which 
overlies the carboniferous strata of the county of Darham; and a» such deserves the 
attention of those learned theorists who have done so much to investigate the science 
of geology. Iam not acquainted with the Somersetshire coal field; but I neversaw 
a cval field in England similar to that in Belgium, as containing such a vast succes. 
sion of coal beds. with so small a proportion of thick coal. Again, the quality of the 
Flenu coal is unlike anything in Engiand, but very similar to that of Swansea—a spe. 
cies of conglomerate, without hardness, or without those fazings which characterise 
the coking coal of this country. The most similar coal in this district, isthat derived 
from thenew colleries on the Wear, to the westward of Durham, which resembles in 
some degree the Belgian, jin containing a very unusual proportion of carbon, being 
peculiarly [free from sulphur, and consequently excellent for coke, gas and the man- 


Y ae of iron, 
COAL PRODUCTION, 


Str,—Many of your correspondents have been amusing themselves, as 
well as the public, with nearly every description of theory and imaginary 
scheme for supplying the metropolis with coals. Nearly all appear to be 
based upon no established geological principles, but only the blind guide 
of hope to direct their operations, while we have abundance of practical 
evidence to direct our research with absolute certainty. 

I have very little knowledge of the geology of coal, butcan distinguish 
some little difference between lignite, or wood coal, and the true coal; 
just because no vascular, or spiral tissue, is found in true coal. There 
cannot be two opinions as to the importance of a coal discovery in any 
locality near the metropolis, and I would, therefore, beg to offer you my 
humble suggestions as to the only wise course open—that is, take the 
working statistics of the kingdom, as far as they are known, as the basis 
of operations, and compare these with all the geological information that 
can be obtained of the localities proposed for operations. It has been my 
lot to examine some few coal mines and coal formations, and I now sub- 
mit the results to you. 

The first coal formation consists of that part of the carboniferous rocks 
which lies above the limestone shale and mountain limestone. The de- 
posits which constitute this formation consist of a series of alternate beds 
of sandstone and shale, between which are found the beds, or seams, of 
coal; these almost invariably lie upon a rock called millstone grit; but, 
perhaps, the following sections of the whole formation, taken in the as- 
cending order, will be the best guide,—they are from the “ Geological 
Survey of Britain :” 

1. Lower limestone shale, about 100 fms. 

2. Carboniferous limestone, limestone, with occasional partings of black 
shale, from 500 to 1500 ft. 

3. Millstone grit, which is the “ farewell’ rock, white quartzose sand- 
stone, and conglomerate, 300 to 600 ft. 

4. Coal measures, a great series of alternations of sandstones and shales, 
with occasional beds of coal, from 8000 to 12,000 feet in total maximum 
thickness. 

In the Derbyshire coal district, we get the following order :— 

1. Mountain limestone, thé base of which is not exposed, consisting 
principally of thick limestone, occasionally interstratified with black shales, 
and exceeding 1200 ft. 

_ 2. Limestone shale, black shales, with their interstratificd limestone, 
in some places 400 to 650 ft. 

_ 3. Millstone grit, strong sandstones, with occasional small conglomerate, 
interstratified with shales, and a few small beds of coal, about 1700 ft. 

_ 4. Coal measures, alternations of sand and shale, with beds of coal and 
ironstone—total thickness, 2700 ft. and more. 

Proceeding from Derbyshire northward, there is a gradual change in the 
carboniferous formation in such a manner, that it becomes more and more 
a series of beds of coal from top to bottom ; and the millstone grit is nothing 
more than the bottom of the coal measures, and as we proceed northwards, 
these become still more split, and interstratified by beds of shale, and 
oceasional beds of coal. 

In Leicestershire, Warwickshire, Staffordshire, and Shropshire, the car- 
boniferous system consists simply of the upper group of the formation of 
the coal measures. In Staffordshire several beds of coal come together, 
by thinning out the intermediate strata, and make a masa of coal, which 
in some places is 30 ft. thick in from 10 to 13 beds. 

Aguin, in Scotland, immediately above the old red sandstone, are coal 
measures containing beds of coal, over which are thick encrinital lime- 
stones, interstratified with shales, so no mass of limestone is more than 
40 ft. thick. The series of carboniferous rocks in Scotland is upwards of 
6000 feet, the whole being coal measures, with limestone interstratified 
at the bottom. 

In the south and west of Ireland, the coal measures consist of alterna- 
tions of shale and sandstone, with a few thin beds of principally anthracite 
or culm; the maximum thickness is 3000 feet; at Queen’s County, it is 
2000 ft. In the north of Ireland, the formations are of the same type as 
those of Yorkshire and the north of England. 

The coal measures of Northumberland and Durham rest on a series of 
strata of the millstone grit and shale, and are in part under the magnesian 
limestone; the beds of this formation dip toward the east, and crop out 
towards the west. At Yarrow, five miles from Tynemouth, one of the 
thickest beds, nigh Main, is 960 feet deep. 

The coal field of Durham differs from that of Northumberland, in having 
limestone, as well as sandstone and slate-clay, alternating with the beds 
of cual; this is slate-voal of inferior description, and is 387 fms. below the 
lowest of the Newcastle beds. 

South Yorkshire, Nottingham, and Derbyshire, is of the same character 
as that of Newcastle, and is supposed to be a re-emergence of the same strata 
from beneath the covering of maqnesian limestone, under which it is concealed 
through all the intervening space. At Middleton, near Leeds, this coal is 
being worked at adepth of 140 yards; the strata of Staffordshire is of the 
same character, but much dislocated, one mine is more than 400 yards deep, 

The coal ficld of Ashby-de-la-Zouch is a great curiosity ; it is a district 
of red marl, and eurrounded by a series of faults, which unite, seem lifted 
np through the red marl strat{ and denadated, the coal strata having rapid 
dips in various directions. The lowest shaft in this district is 246 yards deep. 

In the South Staffordshire, or Dudley coal field, there is an absence of 
millstone grit, carboniferous limestone which ‘usually underlie the coal 
measures. -The Dudley coal measures lie on the transition rovk at once, 
without any intermediate strata, and the same formation exists at Cole- 
trook Dale; at Tividale the main coal is 604 fms. below the surface.

sive upon the points of both practicability and efficacy, 

Should it, however, still be demurred that this favourable result, having 
been obtained upon what is termed a table experiment merely, must be 
an insufficient test of the issue of operations on a full working scale, I 
answer at once by an appeal to the most simple inductive reasoning, for 
since, under my system as I have publicly explained it, the process is one 
by which no metalliferous particles can be lost by absorption, evaporation, 
or otherwise, it is self-evident, and requires no argument to prove, that a 
solution of ingredients effected in the smallest vessel may be equally and 
as successfully performed in the largest, the results being precisely the 
same in the ratio of the relative quantities treated, supposing always that 
the substances be of equal quality. 
Aware, however, as I am, that some minds are of so sceptical a character 
that they would refuse assent even to this obvious deduction, I may here 
usefully state that I shall soon have means at command to convince the 
most incredulous, by exhibiting operations with matrices of different mining 
properties, in quantities of 1 ton or more from each, known to carry au- 
riferous and argentiferous contents; premising, however, that in any case 
where the yield of precious metal may prove unequal to the rate per ton 
indicated by previous assay, the cause must be ascribed, as it will be only 
due, to the inferior quality of the matrix in bulk, contrasted with that 
exhibited by the sample. And in reference to such a possible contingency, 
I have, after assays made with my process upon various ores, and having 
found (upon the sample) that they could be profitably worked, invariably 
recommended a trial to the extent now proposed, of a purposely selected 
average of the lode to be dealt with, to afford assurance that the mass or 
bulk of ore designed for my treatment shall consist, as far as this criterion 
could show, of the same, or nearly the same quality, in respect of metallic 
value, The successful issue of such a trial would amply warrant opera- 
tions of any magnitude, which could not, I confidently predict, be found 
to fail in affording highly remunerative returns, The first of these con- 
templated operations will be with a portion of matrix from the Cornish 
mine which gives, as before mentioned, so much promise upon the sample, 
and where similar ore is said, happily for the proprietors, to be unlimited 
in quantity. Mine owners will thus have the opportunity of testing in 
this manner the quality and worth of their lodes, by forwarding one or 
more tons to the address I shall hereafter announce, by advertisement in 
the Mining Journal, when preparations for treating metalliferous ores on 
my system have been completed. 

These experiments on bulk would, of course, be subject to costs of re- 
duction, which, however, the precious metal extracted would mainly, and, 
perhaps, more than defray, for it need scarcely be remarked that such ores 
only should be tried as had been ascertained to hold some deposit of either 
gold or silver. But let it be always understood that, wherever practicable, 
the experimental test should preferably be made on the mine itself, as it 
is there only, upon a general view, that working operations could be car- 
ried on to the required extent to return large profits,

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VY THE BESSEMER PROCESS. 

S1z,—The marked interest which is being attached to the pneumatic process of re- 
fining iron introduced by Mr. Bessemer, and the many conflicting statements which 
are afloat in reference thereto, may be a sufficient apology for a few cursory remarks 
on a subject so deeply interesting and important. 

That the method adopted by Mr. Bessemer can never accomplish the objects he 
seeks to attain, may be rendered apparent by a simple experiment, strikingly illus. 
trative as a case in point. 

Many persons conversant with science have seen the effect produced by forcing a 
stream of atmospheric air upon a bar of iron in a state of ignition. Ifa rodofiron be 
heated to the welding point, and brought in contact with a powerful and continuous 
blast, as, for example, from the discharging pipe of a pair of smiths’ bellows, the iron 
will literally barn with an intensity proportionate to the velocity with which the air is 
brought in contact with the burning bar. The disengaged particles which are thrown 
off in brilliant scintillation, exceeded only by a pyrotechnic display, are, on exami- 
nation, found to have lost all metallic properties, are no longer attracted by the magnet, 
are pulverisable, in short, are decomposed, have undergone a radical change, and are 
reduced to an oxide or earth. 

Now, this experiment, familiar in scientific circles, goes at once to show how 
utterly futile must be all attempts to refine iron by saturating it with an oxidising ele- 
ment, the very deprivation a which would constitute a large measure of the re- 
fining process, 

That the two cases are identical—nay, physically the same—the ignited bar and the 
molten metal, no one, it is presumed, will attempt to deny. In the former case, the 
external surface only is operated upon, while in the latter the air is driven a 
the interstices of the fluid metal, thus bringing every particle in contact with the 
air, whereby the heat is heightened to a acorching and unheard-of degree, producing 
in fact, an intense liquid fire, whereby the whole mass is brought into a state of rapid 
combustion and oxidation. Even the crucible itself is not proof against the devour- 
ing fire, but falls a prey to the intensified heat, g ted by so voluminous an absorp- 
tion of oxygen. Hence the utter impossibility of producing a malleable and fibrous 
iron by a mode of treatment tending to its immediate deterioration—nay, destruction, 
That such a reeult must of neceseity ensue fromench a manipulation, will not be 
questioned by any one at al! acquainted with the nature or theory of combustion. 
Seeing, then, that the Pessemer process can never realise the great desidcrata in 
question, theory suggests, end science confirms, the vicws.07 aboutto be taken, that 
the end may be successfuliy accompiished. by employing air devoid of oxygen—as for 
example, the other and larger constituent of the atmospnere—nitrogen ; the imme- 
diate effect of which would be a deoxidising and decarbonising the crude iron, ihe 
two primary object sought to be attained. These elements—oxygen and carbon— 
together with the other combustible impurities found in pig-iron, such as sulphur 
and phosphorus, would be eagerly seized upon by the non-oxidising air, and the re- 
fining and puddling processes would be simultaneously acbieved—the combustion 
ceasing as soon as tuc iron was wholly deprived of the groas and impure agents form. 
ing the supporters of combustion. In short, the operation could only be carried on 
#0 long as the metal continued to supply the necessary eleasents for such a purpose.

Sia,—I am much surprised to notice the agitation which is being made by some few 
of your miners, to endeavour to form a company for preventing the already-esta- 
blished emelters from purchasing their copper, and I confess I think it would consider- 


ably lessen the amount of profit I should receive in form of dividend from the copper 
mining companies in which I am a shareholder, If sucha —— were formed, it 
is certain that copper could never be sold at the price now realised. I know this is 
in opposition to the opinion of the agitators, but an impartial! consideration of the 
subject will convince all who have money at stake that no benefit would be derived 
to the miner by establishing the proposed company. If it were established, the share- 
holders would have to provide for the erection of smelting w and manufacture 
their copper before they could sell it; but there is another con mye | to provide 
for—they would have to make a connection, and to do this they must sell at a Jower 
price than the smelters, who, from the capital at their command, could afford for 
years to content themselves with a penny a ton profit. This would effectually pre- 
vent the inuing its business, as the profit would be equally small 
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tothe compan pted to undersell the legitimate smelters in copper, ers, @ 
or to outbid them for ore. nes im 
Turning from the consideration of the aa as a shareholder in copper mining wii be fp 
panies, I will end to discover its probable effect upon the consumer; and Wy, fal 
being myself a manufacturer, I consider my case would be the same as that of many But wi 








others. Iam quite content to pay 120/. for copper, if that is the market price, and

S1ax,—The idea of an early abandonment of this adventure, recently put forth by 
Capt. Newton, of St. Agnes, appears to me as nothing extraordinary, the mystery is, 
that under a provincial management the mine has been so long kept going, and I 
wonder how many disinterested mine agents there are to be found who would ven- 
ture to recommend a much further outlay of capital therein, It is of no use to con- 
ceal the truth, that hitherto this mine has proved a failure ;’ the shareholders have so 
long been schooled to look only at the bright side of the question, as to lose sight of 
the great fact, that the probability of success is against them ; and if this letter, penned 
as it is with a sincere desire to promote truth, and check exaggerated hopes, should 
induce some of the inexperienced connected with this and other mines to pause be- 
fore they launch out too deeply in speculations of such doubtful character as those are 
which generally find their birth-place in inland towns and cities, the object of the 
writer will be accomplished. Let such persons ever bear in mind that a trifling sale 

of tin and copper ore, occurring at distant intervals, is not of itself sufficient to jus- 

tify continuous working year after year; and shareholders in a mine are grossly im- 

posed upon when promises of a spent dividend are made, unless their mine possesses 

a large extent of ore ground fair H laid open, and this cannot be effected (except in a 

few rare cases) until the principal shafts are sunk to a sufticient depth, and numerous 

levels driven, and to contemplate dividends before these primary works are done is both 

adelusion and asaare. These are, lam aware, simple elementary truths, but, never- 

theless, such teaching is necessary, and may possibly benefit some even in this neigh- 
bourhood. Now, I will appeal to any practical miner in St. Agnes, and ask whether 

it is at all probable that West P’olberro can become a dividend mine for some years to 
come, and whether the outlay required will not be as much, or more, than what has 
been already spent; is it not true that a large majority of dividend-paying mines, 
even in the best districts, have expended many years of labour, and immense sumsof 
money, before success crowned their efforts, and is it rational to expect a different 
result from this mine, situated as it is in a comparatively poor district, at least one 
pre-eminently requiring time and money. It is not surprising, however, that the 
faintest hint of abandonment should cause consternation. What! abandon West Pol- 
berro, after the almost superhuman efforts a year ago to run the price of shares upto 
51, verbally guaranteeing the unfortunate ** new blood” then introduced, no more 
calls, and 10 per cent upon their investment! Abandon West Polberro after such 
glowing comparisons made between it and ‘its opulent neighbour to the east,” and the 
Bassets and the Bullers, and to lose all future hopes of getting more ‘‘ new blood” 
inte the body corporate ! 

Oh, Capt. Newton, you little thought, when you penned that unfortunate word 
“‘ abandonment,” of the airy castles you were demolishing ; but lest you should, in a 
fit of remorse, be tempted to rush madly down to Tubby’s Point, and plunge headiong 
into the sea, I can tell you, for your comfort, that there are others who have lately 
committed themselves still more heinously ; for, surely, when an inspector advises 
his employer to sell his shares for what they will fetcb, such advice is more signifi- 
cant than your simple inference. The old Cornish saying, nevertheless, is still true, 
** Where it is, there it is;” and, if the West Polberro Company should determine at 
their next meeting, to prosecute their search for minerals, let me earnestly advise 
them to change the locality of their management, follow the example of Zion, Emma, 
and Great Sheba, with a host besides, and take immediate steps towards a removal 
to London. Once, I was an advocate of provincial management; but I have lived 
long enough to recant this opinion, and to see the wisdom and true policy of such a 
step. A mine so localised as this cannot long continue to bear the pressure of calls, 
continued as they may be for the next seven years to come; 4 ¢ market, recog- 
nised by the mining ity, is indisp y ; there is, too, less danger 
of improperly raising or depressing the value of the mine, and justice to the share- 
holders generally is more amply secured. I submit these views to the candid consi. 
deration of all to whom it may concern; I believe they are correct; and sure the 
writer is, that he himself has dearly bought them in the school of experience.

Sir,—Now that this unhappy company is in its last agonies, awaiting only, in fact, 
a final meeting of the shareholders to receive its coup de grace, a brief résumé of its 
history may not be unacceptable to your readers. Believing that its publication will 
afford a useful caution, I crave a corner in your valuable Journal for that purpose, 
“ The managers of this company were called upon by many influential friends to 
form this association” in 1852. Another company had been previously formed “ at 
the suggestion, and under the advice, of the managers” of the Colonial Gold Company. 
Whether the former had been successful, or had shared the fate of many other pro- 
jects whieh had their birth daring the gold-mining mania, I am not prepared to say. 
But, however this was, the new company accepted the advantages offered by the 
other, and with them, of course, its liabilities. These amounted to nearly 2000/., 
made up by the expenses incurred by the promoters in its formation. 
New South Wales was the scene of the first operations of the company, and here, 
year after year, the shareholders have been amused by the hope of triumphant suc- 
cess. By way of corroboration, Mr. Spence, the agent there, appeared at a general 
meeting, and repeated the flattering tale. The shareholders were satisfied,—not so, 
imagine, the di 8, whose hopes must have been damped when their manager 
proposed to give up his percentage upon the expected profits, preferring the more 
certain remuneration of a fixed salary of 1000/. a year.

- TRIAL OF PATENT CAUSES. 

Sim,—Mr. W. Spence having, I should think, sufficiently eliminated the question of 
the trial of patent causes to satisfy all who have any readiness of apprehension, I 
would now offer a few practical remarks on the same question. I daresay the 
readers of the Journal will not be surprised to find that I differ from Mr. Spence 
in that I would not think of recommending that the adjudicating on the rights of 
patentees should be placed under the control of the Patent Commission as at present 
constituted, since I always have considered, and still do consider it as a by bn 
selected and constructed, being composed of high legal officers of State, who have 
plenty of other work allotted to them by the constitution of the country, and who 
have been trained rather to look at patent questions as so much grist for the legal 
mill, than to regard them as matters of the highest social import, affecting materially 
the progress of civilisation, Moreover, the acts of the Commissioners have not hitherto 
been such (with the single exception of the appointment of Mr. bb. Woodcroft as head 
of the Specification and Library department, and the management thereof ) to lead 
inventors to look to the Commissioners as their saviours. If, however, Mr. Spence 
hopes, as I do, for some change in the constitution of the Patent Commission, by 
adding to that body persons specially qualified for the office of Commissioners, then 
I might be more disposed to enlarge their powers, although I think we ought to wait 
awhile to see who these persons are, and how they act. I certainly agree with Mr. 
Spence in so far that 1 consider we require the institution of a system whereby 
patent questions, as far as they are questions of scientific technics, should be adjudi- 
cated upon by those who understand such matters; but I consider it will be always 
necessary to | ews a check upon scientific men, as the state of the case is pretty much 
this—that the most suitable men will be found amongst those who are practising or 
have practised certain arts and trades, and yet these men will be liable to look at 
matters through the medium of their own sphere of observation, or the sphere of 
observation of others in whom they put their trust, and which may not comprehend 
sufficient to include the whole subject sub judice; hence we shall do well to examine 
any persons who come into court as scientific assistants, or evidence, as to the faith 
which is in them, so that we may judge how far their opinions ought to be considered 
as conclusive; and, indeed, I think it would oft-times be more satisfactory to the public 
if judges and juries generally would vouchsafe to set before it some information as to 
the process of ratiocination whereby they have arrived at the decision propounded. 
After all, I consider that it is not so much the form in which scientific evidence is 
presented to the courts, as the givers of it, the way in which the givers are brought 
into the case, and the great expense at which they are obtained, that requires reform- 
ing; and a most desirable reform it appears to me would be effected if, instead of 
allowing plaintiff and defendant to pick up, fee, and put forward, such persons as 
each may judge fit, a list of persons of acknowledged acquaintance with the various 
branches of practical science were kept (say, at the Government Patent Office), and 
whenever the assistance of such persons was deemed necessary, then motion should 
be made in court, and it should appoint (with the approbation of the parties) two 
or three persons from this list, with power to examine books, papers, documents, 
and premises, if need be, and then to come into court on the trial, and give the 
required opinions or evidence. The expenses of these persons should be defrayed 
out of the funds of the Patent-office, the parties in the suit paying each a fixed sum 
towards such funds.—Dec. 9. F. W. Campin,

‘To this offer he did not think it to the interest of this company to accede, and, 
indeed, he soon after wards gave notice to the Great Nugget Vein Company that the re- 
sult of the operations at Louisa Creck, after patient and ample trials, had been so un- 
sitisfactory as to oblige him to determine upon closing the works. That company were 
so entirely satistied that the trials had been fair and complete as to abandon all idea of 
attempting to work the claims themselves; and at their suggestion, and with a view to 
prove whether those claims had in them any undiscovered wealth, (he ground was thrown 
open on June 2 upon such terms and conditions as were calculated to cause a large influx 
of diggers. This experiment continued for four weeks, aud resulted in a loss of 2217, 8s, 4d., 
which was burne equally by the two companies, whilst the average earnings of the men 
amounted only to Sis. id, per week each. 

Mr, Spence, under date, Melbourne, Aug. 5, writes, ‘ The fact of the claims having 
been thrown open caused considerable excitement throughout the gold fields, as the diy- 
gers liad always been jealous of our occupation of a place they considered so promising.

Spence is gradually disposing ot as opportunity offers. All expenses have been reduced 
to the lowest possible amount, and Mr. Spence has advised his intention to make a re- 
duction in Lis own salary of one-half the amount hitherto paid to him, to commence 
from the lst September last. 

Vicrorta.—The sale at Sandlarst, in Victoria, of the land, plant, &c., belonging to 
the company took place at the end of Dec., 1855, at which the whole of the property 
(with the exception of the large engine) was sold. The portion of land upon which the 
tank had been constructed, and the small engine and stamping-mill erected, which Mr. 
Speuce had desired should be reserved, for the purpose of experimental trials, having 
been disposed of at this sale, the experimental operations which Mr. Bawden had com- 
menced were interrupted before any decisive results were obtained. At the end of Jan, 
Mr. Spence left New South Wales for Victoria, iu order to complete all arrangements 
consequent upon the retirement of Mr. Comer, and to come to a decision us to future 
pooceedings. From his inspection of the quartz reefs, and means of reduction employed 
about Bendigo, he was impressed with a belief that an establishment on a large scale for 
the reduction of ores, either purchased or treated on account of the miners, would yield 
profitable results, but as le had not the means of transporting the requisite machinery 
froua New South Wales, uor of putting such an establishment in operation, he deter- 
mined to await such instructions as might be forwarded to him after the annual general 
mecting liad been held. 

The purport of the letters which, were addressed to Mr. Spence by the board and the 
managers was not to prescribe to him the course he should adopt, but to empower him 
either to proceed with renewed operations in Victoria, if he saw his way clear to estab- 
lishing a profitable bnsiness.by means of the machinery and material which he had at 
command, with the uid of such a moderate amount of additional capital as was suggested 
by the managers in their report, or to proceed at once to dispose of the whole of the pro- 
perty of the company, und to wind upits affairs ia Australia, if he should consider the pro- 
spect of success from further operations too uncertain to warrant further perseverance. _ 

In a letter dated Melbourne, Aug. 5, 1856, Mr. Spence says, “If, by the Red Jacket,

Justice,—At the Rock petty sessions, Monmouthshire, on the 3d inst., in- 
formations were heard before Mr. Thomas Brown (owner of the Ebbw Vale 
Collieries), Capt. G. Marsh (owner of the Rock Colliery), and Mr. G. P. 
Hubbuck (manager of the Rhymney Collicries), magistrates, against the 
owner and manager of the Abercarn Collieries, preferred by Mr. Mack- 
worth, the Inspector of Mines. The charges were for not furnishing Wm. 
Gimblet, a collier, with a copy of the colliery rules; for not having se- 
curely cased or lined a portion of the shaft in which the natural strata were 
not secure ; for not having provided the Abercarn shaft with any means of 
signalling, and for not having provided the carriage in which Lewis Rees 
was ascending the shaft with a cover, as required by the special rules, and 
in consequence of which he was killed by a stone falling onhis head. The 
magistrates dismissed the three first cases, and inflicted a penalty of one 
shilling on the last. 


-Toiuiery Invonmations Iv GLoucEsTERSHIRE,—The Government In- 
spector, Mr. Herbert Mackworth, laid an information against Mr. Henry Hewitt, 
manager of Coal-pit Heath Collieries, for not providing covers or bonnets fur the pru- 
tection of persons from injury in ing andd ding the Dudley Colliery. Mr. 
Christopher Keeling, owner and manager of Yate Collieries, was also charged with 
not having a plan of works made up, at least every six months, and for not employ- 
ing a competent bailiff, his bailiff being 65 years of age, illiterate, deaf, and, two

If the colo- 
nist refuse a moderate rate because he can “easily turn his money over to much 
greater advantage,” the London capitalist, with the present facilities of commercial 
intercourse, has it in bis power to make the same plea. Mercantile houses findno 
difficulty in instructing their agents to employ spare capital in the Australian mar. 
kets, and the ordinary public attain the same end by investing in Australian banks. 
Until the delusion of estimating a local and comparatively unmarketable colonia! «tock 
by the standard value of an Imperial and home security shall have been dispelled there 
will be constant causes of dissatisfaction, If the colonists are forced to give the proper 
market rate they will fancy themselves the victims of extortion; and, on the other 
hand, if our people send forth their money on lower terms they will be met by a con. 
stantly increasing demand, which will be arrested only by the discovery on the part 
of the colonists that they have incurred obligations they cannot meet. It is not neces. 
sary to suppose that at the time of the money being taken there would be any dis. 
honest intention. Among sanguine financiers, nationally and individually, there \s 
never the slightest apprehension of difficulty or default; but, when a crisis arrives 
past intentions can have no effect in averting it. That under any circumstances the 
people of a British colony would ever deny, or even attempt, to compromise a pnblic 
liability is a contingency not to be entertained, but we have no right to let ourselves 
become parties to a system which would at its breaking up leave them no alternative 
except between disastrous sacrifices or indelible disgrace.

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The returns from the registration offices show thal the Joint-Stock Com. 
panies Act, 1546, is an especial favourite with the public; indeed, we do 
not remember that any Act of Parliament has been so largely adopted. It 
appears that the total number of companies incorporated under the old 
Act was 305, which number was the product of its ten years’ course, The 
recent Act has been in operation but five months, during which time no 
less than 626 companies have been incorporated, of which 321 are limited 
and 305 unlimited; the latter being, for the most part, registrations of 
pre-existing companies. So that with truth it may be stated, that the 
principle of limited liability is about thirty times as popular as the prin- 
ciple of unlimited liability was during the same period of its existence, 

The above statistics will, in the minds of some persons, give rise to 
feelings of alarm, and we shall shortly be told that the whole system of 
credit is overturned, and the welfare of the State jeopardised. Inthe minds 
of others the same statistics will provoke the opinion that the princ iple of 
‘limited liability” is one precisely suited to the spirit and requirements 
ofthe age. So far as our own opinion is concerned, we confess that, sur 

rising as the above returns are, no fear at present exists of over spocu- 
ation; for all acquainted with the formation of joint-stock companies 
well know that, out of 100 companies started, three-fourths never pros 
ceed much further than the Certificate of Incorporation. ‘This arises 
from the fact that there exist persons whose sole and constant business it 
is to form companies, and who, so soon as they conceive one sufficiently 
plausible in name and kind, hasten to register it, in the hope of thereby 
patenting, as it were, their notion, and making a profit by its sale. (f 
such companies very few indeed run any extended course, and all even- 
tually take rank in the acknowledged category of “ abortive schemes.” 

The powers of the new Act have, however, been applied for purposes, 
and under circumstances, altogether uncontemplated by the Legislature, 
and in a way if not positively illegal, yet ina manner so contrary to geue- 
ral expectation, as almost to amount to a fraud, Thus, it has become a 
common practice for an individual trader, anxious to be protected by the 
limited liability principle, to form hislittle establishment into a joint. stock 
company, in the following manner,—he fixes upon its name and capital, 
the latter of which he divides into any imaginary number of shares, of 
these he takes all but six, and these six he allots amongst his wife and his 
children, who, if not numerically sufficient, are assisted in the delightful 
scheme by some of the principal’s near relations, say, brothers and sisters, 
The principal with his shareholders then execute the necessary memo- 
randum of association, get it registered, and, on payment of 5/., receive a 
certificate of registration, and become in law, and to all intents and pur- 
poses a “limited company,” the friends being made safe by paying their 
shares up, or rather having them paid up by the principal, before the in- 
corporation, We are informed that not only can the registration offices 
afford many instances of the above ruse having been adopted, but that a 
similar mode of dealing is now being advised by the lawyers as a preven- 
tative against the frauds of those who first instituted the above dishonest 
practice. If such a state of things should increase, and the Legislature 
should not devise some remedy, it may be that the present system of 
credit will be gradually worked out by cash payments or sales on security, 

It will be seen by our Notices to Correspondents that a “ Tradesman” 
has drawn our attention to another perversion of the spirit and intention 
of the late Act, which is, that certain ordinary trading establishments are 
adopting the name and style of a limited liability company without being 
authorised by law so to do. The public are not, however, injured by such 
a false representation, for, assuming to be a limited liability company does 
not, as our readers are aware, confer the privileges of such a company. 

As Mr. Tapping, in his preface to his Exposition of the Joint-Stock Com- 
panies Act, does not advert to either of the above misapplications of the 
Act, although he ably discusses other defects, we recommend these to bis 
attention, in order that he may devise some measure for their effectual 
suppression. 





t the Government School of Mines, on Monday, Mr. Wartnaton

In former times it had been customary in collieries to 
examine by a candle whether any fire-damp existed, and according to the 
flame of the light, and the appearance of the wick, the workmen could 
judge of the danger ; there was, in this mode of testing, a great risk, and 
since the invention of the safety-lamp, candles in collieries had, to a great 
extent, been superseded, When descending the mine it was gencrally the 
custom of the miner in Cornwall to place his candle alight in a piece of 
clay, this was carried in front of his hat, and when at work against the 
level, or wherever he might be working, the clay formed a holder, and ad- 
hered tothe wall, and this practice was sometimes adopted in Mexico, In 
the Bath and Bristol collieries they generally used a small holder, about 
5 or 6 inches in length, terminating in a point; this in general they stuck 
in some crevice of the working, al by its light were enabled to carry on 
their labours. In Mexico they bad rather a cumbrous machine of wood, 
though it was not without its utility; in the lower part they could carry 
a supply of candles, at the top was a species of square box open in front, 
in this they could place the candle, and should they feel any draught on 
descending this could be easily turned so as to prevent its being extin- 
guished. Lamps in France were used in general by the inspectors, and 
those who were employed in tramming and wheeling; it was generally 
considered that as a medium of illumination oil was preferable to candles, 
it being so much more economical, and there was this great advantage, 
that lamps could be so trimmed as to give the requisite amount of light 
wanted. 

A German, Weunte, had made some very accurate experiments on 
gases and foul air, and lamps were found better in levels and galleries 
which were open to the air, where there was generally a great draught to be 
encountered ; these were likewise found more useful in wet places, where 
a candle was liable to go out, The same observation would apply to those 
mines where they employed a machine to lower the men, In France, to 
the end of the lamp, which was generally open, they had attached a long 
pin, which could be inserted in holes in the workings, in a similar manner 
to that practised in the Bristol and Bath collieries, as had been previously 
described, In the Belgian collieries, in the district of Mons, where the 
ventilation was good, and there was no fear of fire-damp, the lamps used 
were of a simple construction, as. would be seen from the specimen 
on the table before them. In Prussia, and some districts of the Hartz, 


something similar to the old Roman lamp was in general use; this had a 
small chain affixed to it, terminating in a hook, which, when they were 
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ing from one place to another, could be carried on the thumb. In 
ongary, where a great number of workmen was employed, the mode 
of lighting the mines was a serious item in the cost; in some cases, they 
yed vegetable oil, such as rape and linseed, but some of the lamps were 
constructed that grease and tallow could be employed; and, in some 
‘ horse fat was used. The agents in these mines uso a precisely 
jmilar lamp to those of the workmen, but it was furnished with a better 
reflector, and generally made of more costly materials. The Scotch, they

to be abandoned, it not being considered safe to work them. In former 
times, it was considered a great recommendation to a collier if he could 
work in the dark, and, in some cases, the steel mill was employed; this 
was a disc, which turned round sharply, a flint was applied to it, and 
from the sparks emanating the labourers proceeded with their work ; but, 
even with this imperfect light, explosions were often occurring. In South 
Statfurdshire, men, technically called fire-men, were employed to creep in 
with a candle (which was fastened at the end of a long stick), in case 
there should be any explosive gas to fire it, and from this practice many 
casualties had tom ts 4 Several plans had been proposed for the light- 
ing of collieries—one had been by retlectors from the surface ; another, 
by the agency of the electric light; while some had advocated the em- 
ployment of a large quantity of fixed lights. One gentleman had sug- 
gested that a gas-making apparatus should be erected at the surface of the 
coal mine, the gas to be carried down by a pipe, together with a number of 
auxiliary pipes ; but this scheme had been declared impracticable, 

There had been great disputes as to who it was that first invented the 
safety-lamp; in general it was ascribed to Sir Humpurey Davy; but 
about the sy one of a similar nature had been invented by G. 
STEPHENSON, r. CLANNY brought forward one soon after; and, fora 
considerable period, there was a warm controversy as from whom the idea 
had at first emanated. The lecturer then described the lamps, pointing 
out the difference in the construction, and ably expatiated on their liabi- 
lity to accident from fall of rock, carelessness, &c.; in many instances ac- 
cidents had arisen from the miners tampering with the lamp, and opening it 
in order to obtain a better light. In the north of England SrernEnson’s 
lamp, or, as it is called, the ** Geordie,’ was most in favour with the col- 
liers. Above the basinin Dr, CLanny’s lamp there was a glass ; the col- 
liers, however, had an objection to this, as they were afraid they could not 
trust it, being fearful that it might be burst with the heat, Although the 
lamp he held in his hand had been cracked, and had been used in col- 
lieries since, the heat had no perceptible effect on the glass. It was one 
great desideratum in safety-lamps, they should not only be secure, but that, 
at the same time, they should be of as small a dimension as possible, and 
easily portable. Messrs, Upton and Ronerts had invented avery ingenious 
lamp, but the great objection to it was that it was cumbrous, and conse- 
quently was not of so great utility for the purposes of locomotion as one 
of alighter kind. In Belgium they only allowed four kinds of lamps to 
be used—these were those of Sir Humpurey Davy, MM, Exorn, Bory, 
and Museter; and although there had been 18,000 lamps of the last- 
named gentleman manufactured in Belgium, hitherto not a single acci- 
dent has been traced to it. This lamp was furnished with a chimney, and 
appeared to have given great satisfaction, and been generally approved of 
in Belgium. He next adverted toalamp invented by Mr. B. Brram, Lord 
Firzwituiam’s agent, which promised to be of great utility, though, as 
yet it was not generally known, nor had it been extensively used. 

In conclusion, Mr, Wartnoton Smytu observed that with these lamps 
great care should be exercised by all concerned ; more stringent regula- 
tions were being adopted in our collieries, and as the labourers progressed 
in education they would be alive to the dangers which, in too many in- 
stances, arose from their own carelessness, aided as it was by a lax super- 
vision on the part of some of the overlookers ; and it was to be hoped, that 
although it could not be supposed we should be able to carry on mining 
operations without accidents, yet that many of them would be obviated 
by the combined efforts of science and practical knowledge. ct 


The “ heutontimerumenos”’ (self-tormentor) seems a curious word with 
which to commence a paper on mining matters; we doso, however, to 
show that this genus homo, who flourished in the days of Terence asa 
source of torment to himself, and annoyance to every one connected with 
him, still exists, and in no poo of life is he more abundant than in 
mining. How often have the committees of management of promising 
little speculations been annoyed to disgust by the continual boring of some 
crotchety individuals who have purchased a few shares in the undertakings, 
and who are always finding ‘mare’s nests” (for they invariably know 
nothing of the subject, and for this reason are suspicious), and have the 
happy faculty of foreseeing disasters after they have occurred, who are 
continually harping to themselves, and into the ears of their partners and 
the agents, that éiey saw from the beginning the thing could never pay ? 
If after a time they be advised to sell out (for such never act on their own 
convictions, having no minds of their own), they invariably do so at a dis- 
count, created frequently by their own representations and fault-findin 
only ; the shares oft-times immediately advance in price, when the self- 
tormentor, as usual saw all along it was a design to ruin them, and get 
them out of the concern. If they be advised to join a speculation again, 
seeing those they have just left are turning out so well, they act the same 
part over again, and the same resulta necessarily follow. They can never 
be in a good thing, and come to the conclusion, which they take care to 
trumpet to the world with all the rhetoric and revenge they can com- 
mand, that all mining, and all connected therewith, are leagued to swindle 
the public, of which they presume they are living examples. 

It is to this class of worthies that many good mines have owed their 
ruin in their infancy. If the mines do not at once fulfil every tittle of 
the most sanguine proprietor’s expectations, the mining hypocondriacs 
have no more rest for themselves, and take care no one else connected 
shall. The whole affair is at once denounced by them as a cheat, and 
entirely worthless. Ifat length they be armen to take the opinion of 
some experienced person as to the probabilities of success, they listen with 
doubt if success be promised ; if the speculation be condemned, it proves 
to them most decidedly tt was concocted to ruin them, and their surmises 
were right, though the scheme was out years before they were induced to 
join it. In the uncertainty necessarily attending all speculations, there 
are plenty of causes for anxiety, and too frequently for disappointment. 
The mining world, we confess, is far from being immaculate; we 
that instances of deception and fraud occur so frequently as they do, but 
we feel certain the cases of deliberate robbery are fewer, and the amounts 
swindled out of the public are far loss than the average of undertakings 
of equal magnitude. 

Nothing tends more to discourage success in any enterprise than to be 
continually finding fault without reason, and disparaging property not yet 
developed. It was this that ruined the Devon Consols, Botallack, and 
many others at their outset ; some wiseacres connected therewith knew 
they would never be worth a shilling ; the properties gradually dwindled 
till the shares became of no value at all. The same tale, we are sorry to 
“y, applies to many mines at present, 

When confidence is established in the genuineness of an undertaking, 
and the proprietors have confidence in their agents and in each other, it 
seldom fails, and their perseverance is rewarded. We seldom see such 
Properties advertised at ruinous discounts. The majority of the com- 
plaints on this score are to be traced to the grumblers, if any there be, who 
deluge the brokers (liberally offering the most correct information on all 
Subjects) with questions as to when Wheal this or that may be expected 
to pay dividends ; they are anxious to know, as they are almost wearied 
out. The better the stock, the better the chance for the broker, who at 
Once advertises a few shares at a lower price than that quoted by the 
questioners, who are, of course, advised to sell below their quotations, and 
embark in a thing or two the broker has—“ no speculations, but dead cer- 
tainties,””—frequently a literal description, though not intended as such.

Through the establishment 
of railways and factories, the increase in the consumption of coal in Cal- 
cutta is every week becoming more apparent, and the Bengal Coal Com- 
pany at the present time are making very large profits, The East India 
Coal Company have sent out machinery of a very superior description ; 
and the Chairman stated that he fully expected before the next meeting 
to be in a position tu declare a dividend, as the produce of the mines would 
vie with some of the best coalin England, The proceedings will be found 
fully detailed in another column.

Interesting letters on the subject of metropolitan coal production ap- 
pear in another portion of our Journal, Both Mr. Perkins and Mr. Dunn 
display considerable knowledge on the question of coal formations, both 
geologically and as practical men, and it is by keeping such facts in view 
as these correspoudents point out that the energies cf those more closely 
identified with the all-important question of ‘* Coal near London” will 
be directed to a speedy settlement of the point, In searching for coal the 
safest guides will no doubt be the general rules laid down in these letters, 
while by a proper attention to these observations conclusions may be drawn 
which will greatly assist in determining, with a degree of probability, per- 
haps certainty, whether coal does exist in any particular locality or not. 

tt seems from these communications, that the proper step to be taken 
in the first place is a general view of the country, to ascertain the districts 
resenting strata most favourable to the production of the article sought, 
t is true, no doubt, that outward appearances give no infallible rule to 
judge of the strata lying beneath, yet they furnish probable points on which 
to proceed. Hilly districts, for instance, are seldom favourable for the 
production of coal, in a commercial sense, for when it docs exist in moun- 
tains and hills it is so subject to dikes and “troubles” that the quality 
is invariably bad, and the “winning” precarious. Localities consisting 
of valleys and undulating ground, with plains of considerable extent, are 
found to favour coal, especially when situated by the side of rivers. Al- 
though this description of country is the most encouraging for exploring, 
yet the coal is much more difficult to be discovered in them, especially as 
1espects indications, because the soil, clay, and debris brought down from 
the higher lands by rains and other accidental causes cover these plains 
to a considerable depth. We are assured, moreover, that it is highly es- 
sential before boring, or testing for coal in any other manner, under the 
most favourable circumstances, that all the little pools and springs in the 
surrounding neighbourhood, whether running or stagnant, should receive 
particular attention, for the stratum of coal isan infallible reservoir for a 
peculiar iron water, well known to experienced persons, 
Neither Mr. Perkins nor Mr, Dunn deprecate the idea of finding coal 
near London, but their statements would lead to a more favourable view 
of the question than is taken of it generally by the Geological Society, 
although they do not in any way enter into the question itself. Mr, 
Perrys alludes to the fact that coal is found in South Yorkshire, Not- 
tingham, and Derbyshire, above the magnesian limestone, yet is met with 
at Newcastle under the same stratum, and that it is concealed throughout 
the intermediate distance by the magnesian limestone itself. Mr, Dunn 
remarks, that it is under the chalk that coal is found in the neighbour- 
hood of Calais, at a depth of 45 fathoms, or 270 feet; and Mr. Neate and 
his supporters contend that the same indications, and general appear- 
ances, exist in the vicinity of Woking as in the North of France. Mr. 
Dunn considers that 500/. will go but a short way in determining the 
question ; but “‘ A Newcastle Pitman,” whose letter follows the others, 
says boring can be effected to the depth of 100 fathoms, or 600 feet, for 
168/,, and furnishes a table of cost up to 1040 fathoms. The question at 
issue is attracting great attention, and we are glad to find that Mr, 
Perxtns and Mr, Dunn have so readily responded to our call of last 
week, that all possible assistance should be given, scientific and practical, 
to those gentlemen who have come forward to determine a point of such 
national import. 











THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.] 

Dec, 11.—The standard at the Redruth ticketing, last week (Dec. 4), 
made another advance, as compared with the preceding week ; and this was 
followed, on Saturday, by an increase of 1d. per 1b, in the price of manu- 
factured copper. ‘The prices now paid for copper ore must be very satis- 
factory to the miners; and the results, seen in the increase of profits and 
dividends, and the improved condition of mines generally, will, no doubt, 
have the effect of attracting more capital into the mining market. The 
miners have no reason to complain of the prices at present given by the 
smelters; but they are quite justified in complaining of the fluctuations 
which, without any reasonable cause, have taken place in the copper 
standard in the course of the present year; and which, about Midsummer 
last, produced a kind of panic amongst mine shareholders, and induced 
many of them to sell their shares at a great depreciation of prices. The 
extent of the fluctuation during the past year—which does so much mis- 
chief to copper mining—may be shown by a few figures, exhibiting the 
prices paid by the smelters in Jan. last, July, and the present, month, viz.:

The above figures show that the price given by the smelters, between 
Jan. 3 and July 3 (the produce being 7} at each date), had fluctuated to 
the extent of 23s, per ton of ore—a most alarming reduction, which, of 
course, greatly lessened the profits of dividend mines selling from 1200 to 
1400 tons bi-monthly. The advance, however, which has taken place in 
the standard since July 3, up to Dec. 4, as shown by the above figures, 
is more than equal to the decline that occurred between Jan, 3 and July 3. 
Making due allowance for the ditference of produce (between 62 and 73), 
the 23s, per ton of ore, which was the amount of reduction between Jan. 
and July, is seen to have been more than recovered by Dec. 4. 

It is rather curious at the present time, when the standard is high, to 
find there are a few individuals who are ready to assert that there is no 
monopoly amongst the smelters ; but that, in fact, the smelters are amongst 
the fairest people in the world, and are always in the habit of giving the 
best possible price to the miners, according to the state of trade at the 
time. It is true, there are very few in Cornwall who are of this opinion, 
and those few are generally interested parties. But a correspondent of 
the Mining Journal, last week and the week previously, who dates from 
Birmingham, and signs himself a “‘ Manufacturer,’ is zealous in the 
cause, and comes forward as the champion of the much-abused smelters, 
to assert (not to prove) that they are innocent of the charge made against 
them, of combining together, as monopolists do, to further their own in- 
terests, at the expense of the miners, Now, it is easy to show this ** Manu- 
facturer”’ that there are other gentlemen in Birmingham, in a position to 
be equally as well informed as himself, whose opinions and convictions 
are directly the reverse of his own, in regard to the smelters’ monopoly, 
and their combined action to the detriment of the miners and manufac- 
turers, I happened to be favoured by a friend with a copy of the Bir- 
mingham Journal of the week, in which the “ Manufacturer” was first 
writing on this subject. The journal is the leading paper of that im-~ 
portant manufacturing district, and its remarks, I find, so fully agree with 
Cornish notions on the subject of the smelters’ monopoly, and their com- 
bined action through the want of competition in the trade, that I cannot 
do better than transcribe some of itscomments. The Birmingham paper 
says—'* The sudden drop of 2d, in the lb. (alluding to the fall on June 25) 
was a decided mistake ; the smelters over-reached themselves for once, 
It was done with a view to obtain certain lots of foreign copper then com- 
ing in, at a lower price. We have now pretty good reason to know that 
the project did not succeed, and the failure made it the more certain that 
the reduced price would not be adhered to for more than a short period, 
especially as almost all metals have been for some time in the ascending 
scale, ond that which has been stated, there is no assignable cause 
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for the advance. The demand for copper is not greater than when the 
price fell, and a considerable quantity of foreign copper has since come in, 
with a prospect of increased supplies. Since then the advance business has 
been done more freely, but the same disposition exists not to sell in large 
quantities, or where it is known that purchasers are buying upon specu- 
lation. The consequence is, that the feeling is already gaining ground 
that should the money market get easier, there will be another advance on 
no very distant day. Such appears to be the opinion of those who are 
most familiar with the policy of the smelters, if policy that can be called 
which so greatly resembles caprice. * * * * The principal dif- 
fieulty with which the manufacturers have to contend, arises not out of 
high, but jluctuating prices ; against this it is almost impossible to pro- 
vide. Not very long azo, a great deal was said and written on the subject 
of the establishment of a company in Birmingham for smelting copper, 
with the view to a check upon the existing smelters, and to secure some- 


local stocks and shares.

The reports of the state of the trade this week are more en- | 
couraging than they have been for some time past, and the demand for 
manufactured iron has improved. The pig-iron trade, tuo, is decidedly | 
better, the demand having improved, and priccs being at abont their lowest | 
pitch. The most remarkable fact in connection with the trade is the very 
large iricrease in the value of exported iron which has taken place this 
year, ata period when the demand from America has been exceedingly 
gmall compared with the requirements of the United States. It appears 
that the value of the exports of iron and steel, during ten months in 1855, 
wus 13.157,946., and during the first six months of the present year 
17,517,8152, and it is expected that before the commencement of 1857 
they will be still further increased. 

The metal trade in Sheffield is not gencrally active. The heavy branches 
—such as the steel-spring, file, and saw trades—are now more active than 
the light branches of the cutlery trade. ‘he closing of the Canadian, 


Russian, and North of Europe markets has occasioned a depression in the | 


rolling mills, which are not fully employed. The Germans are reported 


to have made great progress in the manufacture of cutlery from English 


steel, which is having the effect of superseding the demand for cutlery | 


from England. ‘The advance in prices on the part of the table-blade 
grinders has had the effect of checking that department of the trade. 

We are enabled to report a continued activity in the Coal Trade of these 
counties. The demand has greatly increased, and now there is less diffi- 
culty in effecting sales n was the case a short time ago. The great 
difficulty now —— is to induce the colliers to work their full 
period of time.

Dec. 12.—The aspect of the Iron Trade becomes every week increas- 
ingly interesting, as the time approaches when a decision as to future 
prices, has to be arrived at. Last weck I intimated that there had been 
extensive enquiries for rail, although the prices offered were in most 
eases such as were declined, and I only heard of one in which an advance 
The price of Welsh 
iron, as stated in your Liverpool report, rose last week from 2s. 6d. to 6s. 
per ton, and all the accounts tended to show that iron had reached its 
lowest point, and that an improvement was commencing. During the 
present week the enquiries for rails have been very large, but the prices 
offered are such as makers in this district cannot possibly accept at the 
present rates of wages and materials, aud is considerably below the fair 
proportion to the current price of bars, not to speak of the trade price 
which a few established houses of high reputation have perseveringly ad- 
Doubtless some of these houses who make rails have 
accepted this class of iron at rates considerably lower than the trade price 
of bars would be in proportion to; rails not being included specifically in 
the rates agreed upon at the quarterly meetings. ‘These enquiries for rails 
are from various sources—India, the Continent, and home; the Midland 
Railway being in want of a large supply. No doubt this large demand 
for rails, which was anticipated rather prematurely, perhaps, in the be- 
ginning of this year, by giving full employment to the works in Wales, 
the North of England, &c., will help to stitfen prices of all qualities, even 
if only a small! portion should be taken here. 

Glancing back at the quarter, it must be remembered that before last 
quarter-day a strong expectation that prices would fall was entertained, 
and since that period, except a small number of houses, a reduction has 
really ruled in the district, and during the whole of that period the de- 
mand has been slack. Despite the want of American orders, the total 
export of iron during the year has been very large, and, therefore, it is 
impossible to avoid the conclusion that other districts have been able to 
secure a larger share of this increase than South Staffordshire. 

Again, there can be no question that, since the year 1853, the Ameri- 
cans have been largely increasing their iron manufacture, and fully keep- 
ing pace with the growth of the demand in that country, and thus we are 
threatened wita the loss of one of our most important markets. Of course, 
this growth of the American iron trade, and its competition with British 
produce, arises not from their natural ability to compete with this country, 
but is owing to the very heavy duties levied upon iron imported into the 
United States. During the last session of Congress, an effort, which met 
with great support, was made to reduce these heavy duties, and it is only 
another proof how, in democratic countries, the interests of a few become 
paramount—paradoxical as it may appear—that a few ironmasters in the 
State of Pennsylvania, for their own special interests, are able to raise 
the price of so essential ao element of civilisation over the whole of that 
great and industrious country. It is to be hoped that these duties will 
be relaxed; but at present a large demand from America cannot be anti- 
cipated, with prices at present rates. 

There can be no doubt that at the present moment the trade wears a 
more promising aspect. Pigs are firmer, and orders are being held back, 
to await the result of the quarterly meeting, but looking at the extension 
of works in the North of England and other districts, and at the facts 
above noticed in reference to America, the opinion that a reduction of 1/. 
a ton should be made appears tu be the prevailing one, although some of 
the leading houses are indisposed to accede to it. This would, of neces- 
sity, be followed by a reduction in the rate of wages; and, considering 
that the ironworks are working on an average less than three-fourths of 
the weck, this reduction, with a brisk demand and full employment, would 
be a decided gain to the workmen. 

Prices of domestic coal remain the same, and there is a good demand, 
On Wednesday last a meeting of the proprietors of collieries and ironstone 
mines was held in this town, for the purpose of considering the question 
of a reduction in the wages of miners. ‘The prices of ironstone and pigs 
are now considerably below what they were a few months ago, and the 
necessity of the reduction was universally felt at the mecting, at which 
all the leading proprietors were represented ; but it was thought that it 
had better be delayed until after the quarterly meeting, when it would 
follow as a natural sequence to the reduction 1a the price of iron, should 
that be decided upon. 

The general hard ware trades of the district are prosperous, considering 


the uncertainty respecting the price of copper, which was again advanced 
ld. per lb, on Friday last. ‘The manufacturers say they cannot get a sup- 
ply adequate to their wants; and the possibility of a further advance 
creates uneasiness and an unsettled feeling, The Willenhall trades are 
not very busy, but the aspect of the trade is sound, and the prospect for 
the spring good.

Ata general meeting of the Dublia Chemical Society, held last Friday 
and which was numerously and respeetably attended, Prof. Cameron read 
a paper on “The Abundance of Animal and Vegetable Life in the Polar 
Seas,” a highly interesting subject, and most ably treated of by the 
Professor, who alvanced new theories as to the causes influencing this 
abundance, which produced an animated discussion, Mr. G, Sanders coy. 
sidering that the seas in the temperate zones yielded a much greator 
number of species than either the tropical or polar. Mr. M. J. O'Grady 
then read a paper upon the ‘* Mineral Wealth of Ireland,” a subject of 
great importance, and one to which considerable interest is attached at 
the present time. After alluding to the history of ancient mining in Ive. 
land, he proceeded to show the relation existing between the studies of 
mineralogy and chemistry ; a proper knowledge of the former, in fact, 
depending upon an acquaintance with the latter, He then enumerated 
the principal minerals found in Ireland, including coal, iron, copper, lea! 
and argentiferious lead, manganese, porcelain, pottery, and other clays: 
marbles, building stones, flags, slates, bituminous shales, alum, ochres, 
silicious and other sands ; besides gold, silver, antimony, gypsum, cobalt, 
nickel, and tin, insmaller quantities; and concluded by special referenve 
to the iron, copper, and lead ores of Ireland, showing the localities in 
which they are found, the extent to which they are worked, and their 
richness in metal, being superior in this latter respect to the ores found 
in England, Several specimens in connection with the subject were ex. 
hibited, but that which attracted attention was one of gypsum, taken from 
Mr. E. J. Shirley’s estate, at Carrickmacross, and now appearing in a 
beautifully manufactured state, resembling a block of polished marble 
Mr. Cameron remarked, that some time since he brought under the notice 
of the Society the fact of very valuable minerals oceutring in the county 
of Fermanagh, and which did not appear to have been noticed by scientific 
authorities. He was happy to say that some of these minerals were being 
developed, particularly copper ore found on the estate of James Johnstone, 
Esq., of Magherameena, in that county. He had analysed the ore, and 
found it to contain a high percentage of metal. 

The Mining Company of Ireland have just disposed of a large cake of 
silver, weighing 1370 ozs., made at their smelting-works, in the county of 
Dublin, to Mr, Cooper, of Birmingham, at 5s. 64d. peroz. Some trials 
which this company were lately making forargentiferous lead enabled them 
to find some adjacent to their smelting-works, giving as much as 20 ozs, 
of silver to the ton. 





INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON THE CONTINENT. 
[PROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dec. 11.—The ironmasters have been at last obliged to give way before 
the impossibility of obtaining high prices, and before the constantly in- 
creasing slacknessin orders. The fall in price isnow very general. The 
Champagne masters have agreed on the following prices for the present 
month :—Rolls, 330frs., delivered in Paris, There has been no variation 
in the system of classification, but a margin of 20frs, is allowed, accord- 
ing to the importance and character of the orders, Forged iron, demi 
roches, is still quoted at 370frs. at the works, but this price can be merely 
nominal, for as in Paris prices have fallen to 390 frs., it is impossible to 
transact business on such terms. There is nothing doing in castings, and 
pigs for that purpose were sold, some time since, at 180 frs., No. 1, and 
170 fre., No. 2.

pels the air. A current of water passes through a second tube on to the 
caustic lime, which then commences to absorb the carbonic acid gas, and 
leaves a vacuum,

Remarking on the Alloys of Aluminium, Messrs, C. and A. Tissier state 
that aluminium, like zine, is injured in its properties by an admixture of 
foreign metals, which in giving it hardness deprive it id & great part of its 
malleability. A twentieth of iron or copper renders it almost impossible 
to work aluminium; a tenth part of copper renders it as brittle as glass, 
and gives it the property of blackening in the air; silver and gold harden 
it, but toa much less extent, An alloy of 5 parts of silver to 100 of alu- 
minium ean be worked like the latter metal in a state of purity, and has 
the advantage of being harder and capable of a finer polish, A tenth part 
of gold deprives aluminium of none of its malleability ; and the alloy thus 
formed, although harder than aluminium, is much less so than that with 
5 per cent. of silver. A thousandth part of bismuth hardens aluminium 
tosuch a degree that it cracks under the hammer, notwithstanding re- 
peated annealing. ‘The addition of aluminium to other metals is often 
attended with good results, if the quantity of aluminium be not too great. 
A twentieth part of aluminium gives copper the briliancy and fine colour 
of gold, and at the same time sufficient hardness to scratch the alloy of 
gold employed in coin, without any injury to its malleability. A tenth 
vart of aluminium with copper produces an alloy of a pale gold colour, 
possessing at once great hardness and considerable malleability, and capable 
of taking @ briliancy equal to that of polished stecl. Five parts of alu- 
minium with 100 parts of pure silver give an alloy almost as hard as the 
silver used in wnoney, which contains a tenth of copper ; so that sufficient 
hardness may be given to silver without introducing a poisonous or alter- 
able metal, Here again aluminium does not alter the qualities of silver. 


LEGAL LIABILITIES OF PUBLIC COMPANIES. ‘~~ | 


We deem it our duty to call the attention of all interested in the pros- 
pority of public companies, and especially of those connected with minine 
enterprise, to the state of the law which can tolerate such astate of affairs 
as comes under our notice this week ; showing, in a forcible manner, not 
only the total inadequacy of London management to meet the requirements 
of cost-book companies, the majority of whose shareholders reside at a dis- 
tance from the adventure they are engaged in, but the very serious, and 
we fear, unsuspected liabilities to which all public companies and their 
individual sharholders ~~) | be exposed where circumstances excite a dis- 
contented shareholder to legal warfare, or the law itself be insulted by 
being used as an engine of oppression or cupidity by its agents, It ap- 
poars, then, that any single shareholder, asa member of a partnership, can, 
without notice or previous explanations, file a bill in Chancery against the 
whole or any member of his co-shareholders; select any number of di- 
rectors, make all sorts of charges «gainst them unsupported by any proof, 
and call upon them to go through all the delays and legal miseries of a 
Chancery suit, and thus involve the whole affair for an indefinite time in 
litigation, not only to the annoyance of the whole of the shareholders, and 
more especially ta those more directly attacked, but to the serious injury, 
ifnot to the utimate ruin, of any enterprise, however well founded, pro- 
mising 1n it§ prospects, or solvent in its affairs, it may be. Mow much 
this danger is increased if an ill-disposed shareholder happens to be an 
attorney, with the power of cheap law in his own hands, may be imagined. 

The mining company in question, and we need have no hesitation in re- 
ferring to it, is ‘The Arundell Copper Mine, near Ashburton, Devonshire,” 
was established in 1852, and although not hitherto successful from various 
causes, has been well known as a bona fide affair. This mine was undcr 
tae secretaryship of a gentleman of the legal profession, and to this fact 
must be attributed much of the difficulty into which the company has 
fallen. It appears that a Mr, Alexander Chaffers, holding but 55 shares 
out of 10,000, and whose subscriptions to the adventure and all calls are 
under 1002, another member of the profession, thought proper to file a 
billin Chancery, to obtain the winding-up of the company by that Court; 
although, as a partner in a cost-book company, his proper course was, un- 
doubtedly, a notice of relinquishment to the secretary, or an appeal to the 
Stannaries Courtof Devon, under the new law; and further, he selected, in- 
stead of the secretary, whom he omits, or other the existing officers of the 
company, »inctcen of those who were, or had been, associated since the com- 
mencement with the management, and some of whom had long since ceased 
tv be connected even as shareholders. 

Upon its beiug known to the committee that the said bill had been filed, 
they wero, of course, desirous of losing no time in putting in an answer, 
and consoquently ordered their solicitor-secretary to take the necessary 
stops, with the advice of counsel, to put in the proper answer; but, instead 
of a single answer being put in there were actually 15 or 16, the cost of 
which, we presume, would average from 202, to 50/. each. Sume of the 
defendants appeared by their own agents, but the solicitor. secretary of the 
company represented 10 of the defendante, and favoured the plaintiff with 
& separate answer for cach, One of the remaining defendants instructed 
his attorney to prepare his answer, gave a history of the mine from the 
commencement, which caused the said answer to require 22 sheets of parch- 
ment to contain it, and will cost about 200/. The case being now fairly 
opened, and the answers filed being so voluminous that the folios num- 
bered some 4000, incurring an expense of about 604. to obtain merely an 
office copy, the petitioner appeared to take a different view of the case, and 
expressed his willingness to withdraw upon being paid his costs out of 
pocket, and from liability for the defendants’ costs. But as some of those 
attacked were as well acquainted with the law as himself, this was out of 
the question, and bis only course was, therefore, to pray for permission to 
amend his bill, This wili throw the case over until January, by which 
time, for the sake of mining, it is to be hoped the matter will be settled. 

_ It will be allowed that the annoyance to the committee from the peti- 
tioncr was almost beyond endurance; but what will be said of the man- 
ner in which the solicitor-secretary of the company assisted the defend- 
ants in their difficulties? Having filed a large number of answers, he brings 
in aclaim for 1100/.; and upon retiring from the office of secretary, and 
the committee demanding the books and documents of the company, ho 
coolly informs them that he could not think of parting with the books until 
his claim was satisfied, contending that until then he had a lien on them. 
The consequence of this course of conduct would be an open action by the 
committee against the late secretary, unless a settlement, without the in- 
tervention of the Court of Chancery be made, There is no possibility of 
preventing a recurrence of similar cases either in this or any other com- 
pany on the Cost-book System with which out-adventurers aro connected, 
but we do trust that there are few who would adopt a similar course, and 
that it will not again be our duty to record such conduct, either on the 
Part, of shareholders or secretaries,

MR. FAIRBAIRN ON THE BESSEMER PROCESS, 


The twelfth volume of the Encyclopedia Britannica, just published, con- 
tains an article on the Iron Manufacture, from the pen of Mr. William 
Fairbairn, of Manchester, which concludes with nearly three pages of 
extracts from the paper read by Mr, II, Bessemer, at the mecting of the 
British Association in August last, in which he announced the discovery 
of a new process for the conversion of the raw material into malleable iron 
and steel. The process, which has attracted so much attention from the 
iron trade, is thus placed before the reader, with little condensation, and 
as nearly as possible in Mr. Bessemer’s own words ; but, instead of the 
elaborate disquisition on its merits, which might have been expected from 
a writer of Mr, Fairbairn’s experience and practical knowledge of the 
subject, we have only the short paragraph with which he introduces the 
description of the process given by Mr. Bessemer himself, and a note of 
about two dozen lines at the end of the article. In neither does Mr. 
Fairbairn give any opinion of his own as to the merits of the new process, 
but we gather from his remarks that he does not consider it calculated to 
effect the revolution in the iron trade which was anticipated by the san- 
guine when it was first made known to the world. Ile states that, hay- 
ing reason to believe that the products of the new process of conversion 
have not yet been sufficiently tested, he deems it essential to reserve his 
opinion on this important question until further experiments have proved 
the efficiency and value of the invention, 
the propriety of this precaution, from the fact that experiments have been 
made by competent authorities, in which it has been ascertained that the 
ingots produced by Mr. Bessemer’s process are not malleable, but merely 
more highly refined metal than is produced by the ordinary refining pro- 
cess, deprived of its carbon, but still requiring to be puddled to fit it for 
tbe hammer or the roller. This statement of the results of experiments, 
made by competent authoritics, would appear to be decisive as to Mr. 
Fairbairn’s opinion of the process; but, in the next sentence, he again cx- 
presses himsclf doubtfully, and still reserves his judgment. He says, re- 
ferring to these results, ‘‘ Should this be the case, the saving effected will 
not be so great as was at first anticipated; and, moreover, it has been as- 
serted, by practical men, that the heat produced is so intense, as not only 
to deprive the metal of its carbon, but to injure the tenacity of the iron. 
Should these statements be correct, it will seriously detract from the merits 
of a discovery which, at first sight, promised the commencement of a new 
era in the manufacture of iron.” He considers it due, however, to Mr, | 
Bessemer, to wait for further developments of the invention, which may 
lead to important results, before coming to any conclusion as to its merits ; 
and trusts that the practical difficultics which at present appear to sur-

Bessemen’s Parent.—On our claim page it will be observed that Mr. 
H. Bessemer has obtained an American patent for his improvement in the manufac- 
ture of iron, This claim is based upon a scientific discovery in the manufacture of 
the iron—namely, producing combustion without fuel, by forcing air, steam, or other 
gases through molten iron in a vessel, to supply oxygen to the carbon in the molten 
crude metal, and thus produce combustion to burn out the excess of carbon in the 
crude metal. The claim is based upon this idea as his discovery, not that he was the 
first that used air or steam in this manner, but that he discovered the cause of the 
effect produced by driving oxygenated gases through molten iron, It was Mr. Bes- 
semer’s paper, read before the British Association for the Advancement of Science, 
which produced the recent excitement regarding this new process. There really 
seems to be a strange complication of the question between his patent and the prior 
one of Mr. Martien. Jets of steam and air forced through the molten metal as it is 
run from the smelting furnace is the substance of Mr. Martien’s claim. The peculiar 
action discovered by Mr. Bessemer, as embraced in his claim, is only obtained by em- 
ploying Martien’s process. Query: How is Mr. Bessemer’s claim to be sustained, as

Raipways—PermManent Way.—Mr. Wm. J. Curtis, of Sebbon-street, 
Islington, has suggested some improvements in constructing the permanent ways of 
railways.

admit of the trough or other forms of rails being readily fixed thereto by screw-bolts 
and nuts, or otherwise, in a manner to admit of the rails being readily removed and 
replaced, whilet the longitudinal bearers of iron remain secure in the bearers formed 
of bitumen, or bitumen mixed with stones or other hard matters.
